One Square Yard of Leaf Surface 

Purifies Great Amount of Air 

It has been calculated that a single 
tree is able through its leaves to pur- | 
ify the air from the carbonic acid! 
arising from the respiration of a con- 
siderable number of men, perhaps a/ 
dozen, or even more, The volume of 
carbonic acid exhaled by a human be- | 
ing in the course of twenty-four hours | 
is put at about 100 gallons, but 
scientists estimate that a single 
square yard of leaf surface, counting | 
both the upper and the under sides | 
of the leaves, can, under favorable 
circumstances, decompose at least a 
gallon of carbonic acid in a day. One 
hundred square yards of leaf surface 
then would suffice to keep the air 
pure for one man, but the leaves of 
a tree of moderate size present 
surface of hundred square 
yards. All other forms of vegetable 
life act similarly in the |
